Washington, D. C., March |!.—(Special.) 
The victory of John Sharp Williams, of 
Mississippi, in the contest for the posi- 
tlon of leader of the democrats in the 
sixtietn congress, is practically assured. 

The friends of the Mississippian an- 
nounce today that they have written 
pledges from eighty-five democrats that 
they will support Williams as against 
Judge DeArmond, the only other an- 
nounced candidate. This means’ that 
Williams will be successful, 

It ig recognized that the most relent- 
less organized opposition to Williams has 
sprung from tne Hearst camp. The New 
York editor-congressman does not like 
either Mr. Wilhiams’ style of leadership, 
or his brand of democracy.

A prominent official of the Western and 
Atlantic railway was seen last night in 
regard to the Associated Press dispatch 
Printed below, stating that a negro wom- 
an had brought suit against the road, 
Claiming that the cars\for the negroes 
were unsuitable and dirty. ‘There is 
absolutely no truth in the complaint,’’ 
Said the official.- “The fact is that the 
very same coaches are used for both 
white and black passengers a partition 
separating the two. 

“Every passenger who rides on the 
road knows this and he also knows that 
the same rules apply to the section set 
apart for the negroes as that set apart 
for the whites. The equipment of the 
entire car the same and as to. the 
charge that the coaches are dirty or 
filthy, I think that there is scarcely any 
need to so much as answer such a 
charge. All of these cars are cleaned 
and renovated between each trip ang the 
only filth that could collect would be 
during the trip and there are strict rules 
which are rigidly enforced to guard 
against even such a possibility. 

The Associated Press dispatch follows: 

Washington, March 1.—Georgia Ex- 
wards, @ negro woman, living in Chat- 
tanooga, has filed a complaint with the

It will probably 
be progressive and prove ultimately 
fatal, and, unless material improvement 
is manifested; this result will not be long 
delayed. 

‘“We can venture no positive prediction 
as to the exact duration of life. It is 
certainly possible he may survive for 
months, and, in the other hand the ratio 
of decline may be speedily augmented. 
In his condition he ts liable to certain 
accidents and to various intercurrent af- 
fections which may suddenly terminate 
life, or greatly accelerate the ordinary 
progress of the disease.

This furnishes no suffi- 
cient reason why the law should not be 
executed. The law recognizes no differ- 
ence in the punishment of murder on ac- 
count of the fact that the murderer him- 
self is in an enfeeblea physical condition. 
It is a crime for either the sick or well 
to @ill and the law recognizes no dis- 
tinction in the infliction of punishment. 
The law takes no delight in punishing 
either, but inflicts punishment for the 
protection of society, since society de- 
mands protection from the criminal class 
irrespective of the physical condition of 
the criminal. 

‘Tt is manifest there is no warrant or 


authority in law for the governor to stay 
and defeat the judgment and sentence of 


the courts of the country for the reason 
that the guilty has an incurable disease 
which may shortly result in the death 
of the convict. The duty of the governor 
is to see that the laws are executed and 
the responsibility of the 
punishment for crime is placed upon the 
courts and juries and should not be 
modified except for some reason which 
the law recognizes.

GUTTED BY FIRE 


Members of the Family Had 
Narrow Escape. 


Owing to Delay in Turning in the 
Alarm and the Torn Up Condition 
of Peachtree Street Firemen 
Found Their Task a 


Hopeless One. 


Fire almost totally destroyed the hand- 
some residence, furniture and furnishing 
of Albert E. Thornton, 6/! Peachtree 
street, shortly after 3 o'clock Friday 
morning, the damages amounting to be- 
tween $30,000 and $40,000. The property 
was insured for $25,000. 

The residence was occupied by Albert 
E. Thornton, president of the Elberton 
oil mills and vice president of the At- 
lanta National bank: his wife and Mr, 
and Mrs. Auste!] Thornton, the son and 
daughter-in-law of Mr. and Mrs. A. E. 
Thornton. All of these had a narrow 
escape from incineration tn the burning 
building, the fire being providentially dis- 
covered by Mrs. A. E. Thornton, who 
awoke about 3:30 o'clock in the mern- 
ing, and discovered that the gas jet in 
an adjoining room had become extin- 
guished. Upon striking matches Mrs. 
Thornton found that the entire house 
was filled with a dense smoke. She 
hastily awakened her husband, who in 
turn awakened his son and daughter-in- 
law. Mre. A. EB. Thornton then secured 
her jewel case, containing about $6,000 
worth of diamonds. Mrs. Austell Thorn- 
ton lost no jewelry with the exception of 
& valuable gold watch, her jewelry having 
been deposited in a safe deposit vault a 
few days ago. - 

Immediately after reaching the first 
floor, Austell. Thornton attempted to give 
the alarm by telephone, but for some rea- 
Son could obtain no connection. Bare- 
footed and attired in his night clothes,

the burning house, Mr. Thornton ran 
to the telephone exchange on North ave- 
nue, two blocks away. In the meantime, 
however, an alarm was sent in, twenty- 
five minutes after the discovery of the 
fire, from the residence of Thomas M. 
Clark, who lives next door to the Thorn- 
ton residence. 

Chief Cummings and the-fire apparatus 
responded to the alarm, but the time lost 
in giving the alarm and the delay occa- 
Sioned by the torn up condition of Peach- 
tree street allowed the fire to gain such 
headway that it was gutted and the con- 
tents almost wholly consumed or render- 
ed useless, 

Family portraits, an extensive and val- 
uaible private library, rare old lace and 
bric-a-brac which cannot be replaced, 
were destroyed. 

Lowry Arnold, solicitor of the city 
court, who. lives next door to the Thorn- 
ton residence, together with Bicycle Po- 
licemen Pearson and Jameson, succeeded 
in saving a quantity of silver plate and 
other articles of value, risking suffoca- 
tion In the stifling smoke. 

The fire originated in the basement of 
the building, but the cause has not been 
ascertained,

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FORCING 1HE GRAFT UPUN US. 


Despite the clear, positive and practically undisputed showing of inef- 
fectiveness in the accomplishment of any useful purpose, the congressional 
house of representatives yesterday, through the use of its republican majority, 
passed the so-called ship subsidy bill, which proposes to take nearly $4,000,000 
from the public treasury, annually, and bestow it in unearned gratuities 
“pon a number of steamship lines, most of which are already well established 
and highly capitalized. 

It was generally expected that the republican majority in the house 
would seek to force this graft upon the people; hence its passage wii] occa- 
sion no large amount of surprise. 

As we have already pointed out, the only true ship susbidy which could 
be adopted in the interests of the people was indicated in the report of the 
minority of the house. commffee on commerce, in opposition to this 
very bill. . 

It lies in the removal of the present unjust and unfair embargo upon 
shipbuilding in this country. It Hes in the removal of a tariff which 
operates in restraint of our own trade and seeks to put money into the 
pockets of the steel magnate and the shipbuilder at the expense of the 
American people. It lies in the abandonment of a policy which enables the 
American trusts to supply the foreign builder with material at a price far 
below that charged at home, and yet denies American registry to that for- 
eign built ship, even though it may be made largely of American materials.

tageously grown, has obtained some sur- | 
prising results and seems to warrant 
their confidence that in a few years the 
French colonies will be able to supply a 
considerable portion of the raw cotton 
consumed in France. In round figures 
France bought over 400,000,000 francs’ 
worth of raw cotton last year, chiefly 
from the United States. 

Unlike the British Cotton Growers’ As- 
sociation, the French society was not 
organized with the object of profit, but 
with the purpose simply of furnishing 
free seed to the local inhabitants of the 
colonies for test purposes upon the un- 
derstanding that the association woul@ 
buy all cotton produced, 

Seeds were sent not only 
untried regions in aAlgerta and Tunis, 
where there has been for many years 
some attempt at cotton growing, but 
into the French Soudan, Senegal, French 
Congo on the west coast of Africa. Da- 
homey, Madagascar and Indo-China. Even 
little Guadalupe did not escape. Ameri- 
can seed was principally used, the best 
results being obtained with Mississippl, 
Louisiana’ and sea island. 

Last year the colonial office backed 
the work of the society with a subven- 
tion of 66,000 francs. Gins have been 
established in all the provinces where 
experiments have been made and the so- 
ciety has now mapped out enormous 
areas, especially in the Soudan and the 
country back of the ivory coast, which, 
it is believed, are capable of producing 
almost limitless quantities of cotton as 
soon as proper railroad and “waasporta- 
tion facilities are furnis@ed. The tract 
back of the ivory coast alone, it is bee 
lieved, can easily furnish a million bales 
annually when put under systematic cui- 
tivation and properly equtpped with rail- 
roads, ed 

For the coming year the society esti- 
mates the output from their experiment 
at 500 bales. The efforts of the society 
Wre especially directed to the production 
of fine quality cotton, and in this aim 
the Colonial directors are operating. 
Without additional effort the society be- 
lieves the progressive doubling of the 
Output in the future is definitely assured,

Shooting of One by Watch- 
man Nearly Precipitates 
Difficulty. 


Savannah, Ga., March 1.—(Special.)— 
Trouble was precipitated at the wharves
